CRIMINAL TABLES FOR THE -YEAR 1855. 



PREFATORY REMARKS. 



The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, 
for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in 
Ireland in the year 1855, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, 
as in previous years, by the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are com- 
piled from Returns made by the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 
7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the records of the gaols. From the last- 
named source the age, sex, and state of instruction of the several persons on 
committal have been ascertained. 

The number of cases before magistrates and petty sessions, and the number 
of persons committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for 
drunkenness, under the Act of 6 and 7 William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at 
foot of each County Return, furnished by the Local Inspectors, and a Summary 
Table showing the number of such in each county in the years 1854 and 1855, 
is given at page xxiii ; but these numbers are excluded in the calculations, &c., 
in these remarks:

Committals. 



The number committed or bailed for trial in 1855 exhibits a falling off of 
2,776 persons as compared with 1854, the number in that year having been 
11,788, and in 1855, 9,012, equal to a reduction of 23 55 pei cent. This 
decrease of committals extends to every county except five, m which there 
appears to'have been a slight increase. The names of those counties and tte 
increase of committals over those in 1854, are-Londonderry, 30 Fermanagh, 
24 ; Sligo, 9 ; Meath, 3 ; and Leitrim, 2. Kilkenny city i exhibits an increase, 
as in 1854 the committals amounted to 43, whilst in 185o they numbered 70. 
Galway town also shows a slight increase, there having been 70 committals in

Attempts to commit arson ” have risen from 2 in 1854 to 15 in 1855 : « Send- 
ing letters threatening to burn houses,” from 3 to 5 ; “Setting fire to houses” 
from 1 to 2 : and ( Attacking and injuring dwelling-houses,” from 8 to 9. 

“Arson (capital) ; decreased from 30 in 1854 to 25 in 1855; “Riot and 
felomousiy demolishing buildings, &c.,” from 52 in 1854 to 3 in 1855 ; and 
“ Killing and Maiming Cattle,” from 23 to 4.

None of the items in this class show an increase as compared with 1855, the 
total number m each of the years being respectively 100 in 1854, and 137 i Q

Convictions. 

Of the 9,012 committed or bailed for trial afc A-ssizes and Quarter Sessions in 
1855, 5,220 were convicted, equal to 57 -92 per cent., which, according to the 
following Table, which shows the per centage of the committals and convictions 
in each of the years 1849 to 1855, is somewhat below the proportion convicted 
in the years JL851, 1852, or 1854, but is in excess of the convictions in 1849, 
1850, or 1853 ; the convictions for the seven years included in the Table are 
55-48^ per cent, of the committals for the same period, so that the convictions 
in 1855 are in excess of this proportion by 2*44 per cent. : —

Acquittals. 

The acquittals in 1855 amounted to 3,792, or 42 08 per cent, of the commit- 
tals of these 15 were found insane and were detained — 1,882 were found not 
guilty on trial — in 1,201 cases no bills were found — in 585 instances no prose- 
cution took place — and 109 persons were bailed and not tried. 



Insane Prisoners. 

Of the 15 insane prisoners, 1 stood charged with stabbing, 9 with assault, 3 
with burglary, and 2 with simple larceny.

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PREFATORY REMARKS. 



From these calculations it appears that males exhibit a greater proportionable 
falling off m the number committed than females. There is an increase in the 
number of mules in the class “ Offences against the Person” only and in all 
other classes a very marked decrease ; whilst the females have slightly decreased 
under that head, but have increased in Class V., “Offences against the Cur 
rency.” In 1854, as compared with 1853, the males were reduced bv 22-B4 per 
cent., and the females by 21-15 ; so that the reduction per cent, in 1854-5-, 
exceeds that in 1853-54, in some degree.

It thus appears that education is progressing to some extent amongst that 
portion of the population which supplies the inmates of gaols, as in 1849 the pro- 
portion who could “ Read and Write" amounted to but 17’66 per cent, on the 
committals ; whilst in 1855 23-14 per cent., or nearly one-fourth of the entire 
number, had arrived at that degree of instruction ; the proportion who could 
“ Head only” had also risen, since 1849, from little more than one-tenth, viz. 
10-77 per cent, to somewhat less than one-sixth, namely, 15-85 per cent In 
1849 the state of instruction of 28-GO per cent, of the number committed 
could not be ascertained; in 1855, 20-28 per cent were similarly returned. If 
the fluctuating number of those whose instruction could not be ascertained from 
year to year be excluded, the results will stand as under, which exhibits a 
more marked advance in the education of prisoners, as between 1849 and 1855, 
the proportion who were wholly illiterate has fallen from 60-16 per cent, in the 
first-named year to 51-10 per cent, in 1855: —

The amount of education among the male aud female offenders in 1854 and 
1855 is exhibited in the next Table ; from it we learn that that of females is 
much more limited than that of males; for whilst in 1855 but 31-45 per cent, 
of the latter were entirely illiterate, 59-41 per cent, of the former were so ; and 
that not 10 out of every 100 females committed can “ Read aud Write,” whilst 
nearly 30 males of every 100 offenders have received that amount of instruction.

The m°st gratifying fe at urB in this Table is the great reduction— more than 
one-half exhibited in the number of offenders 12 years old and under. In all 
tlm other divisions the decline is proportionable to the total reduction of 
offenders in the year. 

To illustrate, as far as possible, the prevalence of crime in the several counties 
with reference to their respective populations, the Table on the preceding pace 
has been compiled. The population as given by the Census Commissioners 
m !851 is adopted as the latest official declaration of numbers; and as it is 
presumed that the disturbing causes which have siuce occurred affected each 
county to the same proportion, the calculations, so far as permitting one county 
to be compared with another, will not be much affected thereby. J
